Out of another Letter froms Axtchin, dated Jan. 6th. 1693. 


H E Sheppard at Offley hath been 

troubled with the Kings-Ewil 15 
er 16 years, ſometimes worſe and ſome- 
times better, ſometimes keeping his 
bed ſome weeks with the illneſs, hath 
had Sores in many places at different 
times, but two he had had a great while 
(if not always) on the lower” part of 
his back. His. Sores ſometimes ran, 
and then his Body was beſt and freeſt 
trom Pains; othertimes they itop'd, and 
$kin'd over, and ſwelled, then he was 
worſt and moſt difordered: "Thoſe 
two on his back were ſtop'd and fwel- 
ted that night viz. Nov. 29th.) when 
he came to #tchin and was converted, 
He told the Brethren, tht at the ſame 
thme he believed in Chriſt for his Soul , 
he Lad particular belief fir his Body t00 ;
